Gen- 
eral Buell immediately withdrew to 
the American aide. To-day Dr. Mai- 
rino Samanicgo, of Pass De Norte, 
received a letter from his brother, a£ 
•Carriscol, which says a lieutenant 
under Terrespas, coming for sup- 
plies, 
brought 
news 
from Ter- 
respas 
that 
he had destroy- 
ed nearly all of 
Victoria's band i in- 
cluding himself. 
The Lieutenant 
gave the following particulars: On 
the afternoon of the 14th, troops 
overtook and surrounded the Indianrs, 
the latter being in position upon two 
hill?, known as Los Castillo, one of 
which the forces abandoned. 
On the 
morning of the 15th the fight was re- 
newed, resulting in the almo.st com- 
pieie anihilation of the whole party. 
Chiet Victoria, 
fifty 
wariors and 
eighteen women and children taken 
prisoners, and 250 head of horses and 
mules recaptured. 
The Mexican loss 
was three killed and three wounded, 
showing the Indians to be almost en- 
tirely destitute of ammunition. Within 
the past year Victoria and bis band 
have murdeied upward of 400 per- 
sons.

WASHINGTON, D . C . , O c t . 1 9 . — T h e 
following dispatch has been received 
at the Interior Department: 


DENVER, 
Col., Oct. 1 8 . — A S there 
is no telegraphic line to Gunnison 
City. I am unable to get accurate and 
reliable reports from there. I have 
no advices of two companies of State 
militia having started for the reserva- 
tion, and I disbelieve the rumor. The 
information which has reached me is 
that the sherifl'arrested Berry over a 
week ago at the agency; that Berry 
persuaded the sheriff to accompany 
him to Cantonment, about four miles 
distant, where he escaped from the 
sheriff. Dispatches have been receiv- 
ed here to-day concerning him. One 
stating that he is secreted by Indians, 
and the other that he is protected by 
the commander at the post. I re- 
spectfully request you to require the 
commander of the post to deliver him 
to the sheriff of Gunnison county, at 
Gunnison City. 
This will avoid the 
necessity of the sheriff" having the 
State forces with him to make the 
arrest, 
although his efforts to 
escape 
have 
strengthened 
the 
conviction 
as to his guilt. I 
have no apprehension as to his per- 
sonal safety when once in the custody 
of the sheriff at Gunnison. 
Capt. 
Cline has been in jail for about a week 
without being molested. 
The sheriff' 
telegraphed me that Berry and others 
are safe from the mob in Gunnison. 
If you desire to have the military 
commander deliver him to the sheriff 
I shall like to be informed of the 
decision that I may notify the sheriff 
at once that further preparations for 
making the arrest will be unnecessary.

It is against our laws and a 
flagrant violation of the spirit of our 
institutions to drive employes to the 
ballot-box by threats of any kind.

EDITOR OF THE SEXTINEL :—Never 
having 
sought 
to 
express 
pub- 
licly 
my 
political sentiments and 
opinions, 
I 
feel 
apologetic 
in making the first attempt; and am 
inclined to offer an excuse for the im- 
plied presumption in so doing, by re- 
counting the 
motives which have 
actuated me; but I partly appreciote 
the value of space in your 
newspa- 
per, and the public distaste for long 
articles, and therefore forbear. 


It is an indisputable fact, known to 
the public, that the Republicau par- 
ty has resorted to a stratagem in ihie 
campaign, which thus far has proyid 
beneficial to them, and which waa an 
important factor in their recent suc- 
cess in our State election. 
This strat- 
agem was accomplished by holding in 
resei ve the tarifi" question, and spring- 
ing it jjpon the people at the last mo- 
ment, ifhen no time for discussion 
remained.

is 


convincing proof

But 
now, emboldened and misled ^y 
the 
success of their chicanery, they At J nee 
a disposition to stick to tb^ questioti; 
and to reiterate their false asseriions 
concerning it. 


1 have given a few momenta of 
casual reflection to the subject of tar- 
ifi"; I am not versed in political econ- 
omy, and am deficient in preparation 
up3n this subject; 
yet I ;believe 
that I can present a few common- 
sense views to the unlearned like my- 
self, which will satisfactorily dis- 
prove Republican assertions thus far 
made, which have come within my 
observation. 


I will thank you, Mr. Editor, for 
the opportunity to try. 


Republican assertions and 
appeals 
concerning the tariff" question 
have 
been principally addressed to the em- 
ployes of manufactories, whom for 
the sake of brevity I will call Shop- 


men: 
therefore,this my counter-appeal 
will al'O be made to shopmen. 


At the incipiency of our recent 
State election. Republicans sud lenly 
developed a seemingly great concern 
for the welfare of shopmen. 
They 
accosted them with sympathetic mien, 
drew them aside into retired places, 
and in tragic whispers informed them 
that (1) the Democratic party ia In 
favor of free-trade; (2) that it ii in 
favor of such a reduction of the tariffs 
as would destroy home manufactories, 
and thereby deprive shopmen of their 
wages, and that (3) any reduction in 
the present rates of tariff" would re- 
sult in a proportionable reduction ef 
shopmen's wages. 


To disprove these assertions is the 
object of this communication. I will 
consider them in their order. 


The first ia beyond dispute an un- 
mitigated falsehood. I 
have only 
mentioned it in order to show that 
Republicans have sought to influence 
public opinion by deliberately falsify- 
ing, and are therefore not entitled to 


credenoQi Fie#lza^ m^MlB no Üriff; 
beace» if tbe Dé^ociatic parf^ 
ia 
favor of free-trade, it must be opposed 
to all tariffs. Fortunately however, 
by an accidental circumstance—for I 
do not believe that any Democrat pre- 
conceived that an attempt would be 
made in this campaign to raise an is- 
sue concerning tariffs, the Democratic 
party

form 
kas 
declared 
in 
favor 
of 
a tariff; and thereby furnished the 
contradiction to this assertion before 
it was uttered. 
The declaration re- 
ferred to, contained in said platform, 
substantially alleges that the Demo- 
cratic party ia in favor of a tariff" for 
revenue only. 
What 
think 
you, 
shopmen, who were accosted by Re 
publicans with this assertion, were 
their motive and purpose in thus ad 
dressing you? If the answer has never 
occurred to you, let me suggest it; J 
moment's reflection on your part wil 
convince you of the truth of what! 
am about to say. 
They 
presumed 
upon your ignorance and stupidity in 
ordei to deceive and cheat you. 
They 
considered you ao ignorant as not to 
know that the Democratic party had 
declared against free trade in favor of 
a tariff", or so stupid as to believe that 
a tariff" for revenue only, means free 
trade. 
Will you not, then, discredit 
their other assertions unless supported 
by proof. 


whether the second assertion oe 
true or false, dependa upon the sig- 
nificance of the phrase "tariff" for 
revenue only." 
But there is also an 
assertion connected with it which at 
present is open to dispute, viz: That 
our home manufactories cannot com- 
pete with foreign without a protective 
tariff. I do not pr0i>08e to discuss 
this 
assumption, 
though 
strongly 
inclined; I grant it for the sake of 
argument. 
Now, I say that a tariff 
for revenue only, means a protectice 
tariff,—ihai is, such a tariff as will 
create 
home 
manufactories, 
and 
enable them to compete with foreign 
in the manufacture and sale in this 
country 
of 
the 
same 
class 
of 
manufactured 
goods. 
It 
is true, 
that 
by 
using 
the 
qualifying 
expression, "for revenue only," reve- 
nue is made the direct and proper 
object in the establishment of rates 
of tariff"; but it is also a fact that in 
the accomplishment of this object, 
protection to home manufactories is 
incidentijjly eff"ected. 


A. tariff" for revenue only means 
such a tariff as will produce the great- 
est amount of revenue. 
This may 
mean conditionally either a low tariff" 
or a high tariff", but always means a 
protective tariff". If, for instance, a 
high tariff" be necessary to protect 
home cianufactories, then it means a 
high taíiáT; if a low tariff" will accom- 
plish this object, then it means a low 
tariff". If, it'deed, the present rates of 
tarifl^ be nfctíeí>3ary for the continued 
exi6t?nc^ of home manufactories,then 
it means our present 
tariff"; so that 
when Repu^Ileims declare that the 
Democratic party proposes to change 
the present rate» oí tariflT, they im- 
pliedly admit that those rates are not 
necessary for simple protection. 


A tariff" that will prodiiee the great- 
est amount of revenue is jijat high 
enough to be protective and 
nothing 
more. Put it any higher, and you pre- 
vent the importation of foreign goods 
by destroying competition by foreign 
with home manufactoriea, and thereby 
proportionately decrease the revenue. 
Put it any lower, and the amount of 
revenue v«ill be decreased because a 
less amount has been charged. 


To get the greatest revenue from 
tariffs, the rates mus!; be fixed as high 
as can ba done without lessening im- 
portation; ani that, in my opinion, id 
at the point at which competition 
between foreign and home manufac- 
tories begins. 
I will illustrate this: 
Suppose English manufacturers, for 
instance, can manufacture and 
ship 
to this country for sale a cartain kind 
of cloth at a cost of $1.00 per 
yard, 
while home manufacturers 
cannot 
manufacture the same kind of cloth 
at a lesa coat than $1.20 per yard; in 
my opinion a tariff for revenue in 
this case would require a rate of just 
20 per cent—no more, no less. 
It 
could not be more without decreasing 
importations, and thereby lessening 
the revenue. 
If it were 30 per cent, 
for instance, to 
manufacture said 
goods and ship them to this country, 
would, after paying the tariff" cost the 
English manufacturer $1.30per yard; 
home manufacturers could afford to 
sell the gooJs at less than $1.30 per 
yard; hence English manufactories 
could not compete with them, impor- 
tations of that class of gooda would 
cease, and no revenue would accrue 


friMn the tariff tb^ueo^. ^he^er 
or tot it could be leas, is a somewbat 
debatable question. I will not now dis' 
cuss it. I baregi ven one reason wby it 
could not, and I would be pleased if 
some young Republican, in response 
to this, should attempt to prove that 
it must be less. 


General Hancock evidently believes 
that a tariff" for revenue only is a 
protective tariff. If his recent letter 
upon the subject can be regarded as 
an expression of the sentiment of the 
Démocratie party—and I think, con- 
sidering 
the circumstances 
under 
which it was written, that it can, the 
Democratic party, a) a party, coin- 
cides in that belief. 
General Han 
cock has said in a recent letter that 
neither he nor his party will interfere 
with the conditions necessary to the 
existence and prosperity of 
home 
manufactories. This is the purport 
of that letter. 


Therefore it is not true that "the 
Demociatic party is in favor of such 
a reduction of the tariffs as would 
destroy home manufactories, 
and 
thereby deprive shopmen of their 
wages." 


If we interpret sentiments and mo 
tives by manifestations, it seems to 
me we must conclude that the Demo- 
cratic party is satisfied with the p 
ent system and rates of tariff", at feast 
that it is indisposed to make there- 
of a party issue. General Hancock has 
declared thia in eff'ect in his recent let- 
ter. I challenge Republicans to pointto 
one act of the Democratic party or 
Democratic leaders during the pres- 
ent Presidential campaign, which re- 
lates even remotely to the tariff'rj, un- 
til the recent attempts of their own 
party to create therefrom a party 
issue. 
They can only say that its na- 
tional platform has declared in favor 
of a tariff" for revenue only. 
This is 
readily accounted for on the assump- 
tion that the Democratic party did 
not intend to bring the subject of a 
tariff" into dispute. 
It is customary 
for party platforms to contain,besides 
the enumeration of party if^sues ana 
the subject matter of existing con- 
troversies, expressions of fuodam^nt- 
fll political doctrines and principles 
by which the party consents to be 
fiuided when the emer^iency arises. 
Especially ia it customary with both 
parties to insert in their platforms an 
allusion to tariffs even when there 
is 
no 
dispute concerning 
then\ 
There has been no dispute concerning 
tariffs for several preceding years un- 
til the actions of the Republicans 
within 
the last few ¡days. 
I 
am 
therefore justified in asserting that 
the 
declarations concerning tariff"d 
in the present National Democratic 
platform was not inserted as the em- 
bodiment of a party issue; and that 
the Democratic party does not wish 
to raise a tariff" question in the present 
canvass. 
The 
Republicans 
have 
fallen back upon this question as a 
dernier ressort ; let us chase them from 
thia rampart and the field is ours. 


In conclusion, ' put a question to 
you, shopmen, as a subject for your 
reflection. The answer to this ques- 
tion arrived at by you, will determine 
your vote if you be honest and con 
Bcientious, as I assume you to be. Do 
not you 
want a tariff" which will give 
our governmen« the greatest revenue 
that can be obtained therefrom, so as 
to pay off" our enormous public debt? 
If ycni do not, why don't you? 


Then, if my benefactor, the Editor, 
will indulge me a second time, in a 
future communication I will answer 
the third Republican assertion.

by both such fine and imprisonment.

cising the right of suffrage, to whom 
that right 
is guaranteed by the 
Fifteenth Amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the United States, by means 
of bribery or threats of depriving such 
persons of employment or occupation, 
or of ejecting such person from a ren- 
ted house, lands or other property, or 
by threats of refusing to renew leases 
or contracts for labor, or by threats 
of violence to himself or family, shall 
be punished as provided in the pre- 
ceding section.
